C o n t i n e n t a l D i v 
i d e , C ol . , 
September lo, 18 9 7. \ 
W e are “ tentingon the old camp 
ground” — the ground of the bison, 
elk and grizzly and all their kin­ 
dred tribes. 
For a week our tents 
have been pitched nearly eleven 
thousand feet above the sea, so you 
see we are living two miles nearer 
the stars tlian when at home in Se- 
dalia. 
The 
Indian hunter may have 
camped here also, as we find evi­ 
dences of it when some of our partv 
pick up an agate arrow head. 
The weather has been clear and 
cool, often cold at night. 
Yester­ 
days 
however, 
the clouds came 
down, or up, or across, and com­ 
pletely" enveloped every" object. We 
could not see ten y^ards away' from 
where we were when the storm 
came upon us. The gloom of night 
settled around us. though it was 
only’' 3 o’clock p. m. 
A promi­ 
nent member of our partv— a Seda- 
lian— who had been absent during 
the day" with horse and dog and 
gun and rod, had not y-et returned, 
and we knew he could not find 
sonie like to drink beer, eat 


of this fruit grows a thousand feet 
below our camp, in the little val­ 
ley's of small streams. 
Besides these fruits we have ven­ 
ison, grouse and trout cooked in 
all the best ways known to cook­ 
ery'. 
The number of fish caught 
and eaten here runs into the hun­ 
dreds. 
Ptarmagin, 
or mountain 
(juail, are native here, being found 
on the very' highest plateaus. They' 
are the size of our pheasant, are 
iirown in summer and snow white 
in winter. 
The laws of Colorado 
do not permit the killing of these 
birds, or of bison, elk or mountain 
slieep. 
We are law abiding and 
keep hands olT. 
At niglit we sit around the pine 
log fire, our evening feast over,and 
recount the adventures of the day 
and sing the songs and melodies of 
other days and climes, till “ tired 
nature’s sweet restorer’’ lays our 
lieads to rest on pine bough cots. 
Tomorrow we will break camp 
ami ride to Steamboat vSprings, 
dropping down .j,ocx:>feet in iifteen 
miles. 
W e will read our mail there and 
bathe in the hot soda, salt and sul­ 
phur baths and drink from bub­ 
bling 
carbonated 
cold 
water 
springs. 
At no distant dav these springs 
are bound to be as famous as any' 
on the continent. 
’Tis night now, and we are start­ 
led by' the bugle notes of a bull elk 
('i n/ di / t 'Ns/ s) 
not far distant, 
and as we listen 1 will hastily close 
with one remark. 
The lad when asked to write an 
essay' on the seasons wrote thus- 
“ There are four seasons, spring, 
sinniiier. autumn aiul winter. Some 
folks like spring, some summer, 
scune autumn ana some winter, but 
as for me give me liberty or give 
me death.’’ 
So we sav. 
Some people prtd'er 
to visit bey'oml the seas, some like 
to spend their summers *nnd sub­ 
stance in some metropolis of the 


camp in the darkness of the storm. 
Finally, however, the oft-repeat­ 
ed firing of a gun some mile or two 
away' gave us proof through the 
night that our friend was still 
there, but lost. 
The signal was answered, and 
“ when the clouds rolled by” he 
came riding into camp with beam­ 
ing face and a load of trout. 
It is no pleasing emotion to be 
lost in the mountains in such a 
storm. 
There may be open glade 
before you or ya wning chasm, but 
you must camp where you are till 
light comes. 
Beautiful lakes of clear, cold 


watermelons, cuss Marc Hanna and 
talk hard times, but for us give us 
an outing in summer amongst the 
lofty 
peaks and tlowering parks 
and roaring waterfalls of our own 
land, where lieneath the stars in 
pure, sweet air of the mountain 
forests, free from the worrv and 
bustle of the comjilaining multi­ 
tude, the thankful and trusting soul 
may realize, more fully', the song 
of the angels, “ l*eace on earth, 
good will toward men.”
